SCHEDULE 

PARADIP PORT (AUTHORISATION OT PILOTS) (SECOND AMEND¬ 
MENT) REGULATIONS, 1993. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees of the Port of Paradip 
hereby makes the following Regulations, to amend the Paradip Port (Authori¬ 
sation of Pilots) Regulations, 1967. subject to the approval of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under sub-section (l) of Section 124 ol the said Act— 

(1) Short title and commencement.—These Regulations may be called 
‘Paradip Port (Authorisation of Pilots) (Second Amendment) 
Regulations, 1993’. 

(2) They shall come into force on thr date of publication of the Official 

Gazette. 
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(3) In the “Paradip Port (Authorisation of Pilots) Regulations, 1967” 
(hereinafter referred to as ttie Principal Regulations), below sub 
regulation (h) of RegulaUou-2, the following definition shall be 
incorporated and the same shad be read as sub-regulation (1) of 
Regulation-2 * 

“(i) “Pilot” means a person for the time being authorised by the 
Central Government to Pilot vessels under sub-section (3) of 
section 3 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908)”. 

(4) In the first line of the Regulation 6(1) (a) of the Principal Regu¬ 
lations, the expressions “and sobriety”, occurring after the word 
“Character”, shall be deleted. 

(5) bor the provision of sub-regulation (viii) of Regulation-7 of Prin¬ 
cipal Regulations, the following provision shall be substituted : 

“(viii) to handle a Vessel under all conditions". 

(6) In the Regulation-15 of Principal Regulations, after (he word 
“appointed” the words occurring thereafter namely “♦hat. is to say, 
well in advance of the time for her to be moved out to sea or to 
her destination” shall be deleted.
